Refutes Soviets 
On Charge Pact 
Is ‘Aggressive’ 


WASHINGTON (#) — Secre- 
tary of State Acheson today vig- 
orously challenged Russia’s charge 
that the proposed North Atlantie 
Defense Alliance is an ‘aggressive’ 
move by the western powers. 

Acheson told a news conference 
the purpose of the pact now be- 
ing drafted is exactly the oppo- 
site. 

The Russian government in a 
note to Norway had condemned 
the North Atlantic Alliance and 
asserted it “serves the aggres- 
sive policy of certain powers”. 

The Soviet representative to the 
United Nations repeated this ac- 
cusation yesterday in New York 
in a bitter attack on the security 
agreement being negotiated by 
the United States, Canada, Bri- 
tain, France, Belgium, The Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg. 

Answering questions, Acheson 
said the alliance is fully in keep- 
ing with the United Nations be- 
cause it comes directly out of Ar- 
ticle 51 of the U. N. charter. This 
provides, he recalled, for individ- 


ual and collective regional ar- 
rangements to help keep the 
peace. 

He added, in response to fur- 


ther questions, that he hopes the 
United States can make public a 
summary of the defense agree- 
ment before too long. 

He declined to be more specific, 
saying it is important to build 
the pact solidly rather than hur- 
riedly, because he wants to make 
sure each member country under- 
stands every word and obligation. 


Mitchum Gets 
60 Days on 
Dope Charge 


LOS ANGELES, (#) — Robert 
Mitchum, rugged film hero, to@ay 
was sentenced to 60 days in jail 
an a charge of conspiracy to po- 
sess marijuana cigarettes. 

Actress Lila Leeds, convicted 
with Mitchum on the marihuana 
possession charges, also was giv- 
en a 60-day term. 

Superior Judge Clement D. Nye 
first announced a jail Sentence of 


one year, then said it would be 
suspended. He placed Mitchum, 
31, and the blonde Miss Leeds, 


who gives her age as 20, on pro- 
bation for two years, with the 
provision that they spend the first 
60 days in jail. 

The sentencing, attended by a 
capacity audience in the Hall of 
justice, climaxed an eloquent plea’ 


of Jerry Giesler, Mitchum’s at- 
torney, for leniency. 
“Mitchum stands convicted,” 


said Giesler, “but he occupies the 
same position as any defendant. I 
know you will treat him as any 
other defendant. 

‘This was not due to a desire or 


habit as to marijuana, but was 
rather due to association and 
seeking what you might call lo- 
eal color.” 


Giesler said that the publicity 
which Mitchum has received has 
alrea@y added to his punishment 
and asked that this be taken into 
consideration. 

“He has a wife, mother and two 
small children” ssid GieSler, con- 
tinuing his plea for leniency. “The 
children in going to school get 
jibes of fellow pupils. This all 
brings the realization of the wrong 
he has done.”

W. Yen, veteran Chinese diplo- 
mat, and would consist of Shao 
Li-Tze, former ambassador _ to 
Moscow, and jurists Tsang Shih- 
chiao and Kiang Yung.

WASHINGTON (#)—Denmark 
intends to follow Norway in look- 
ing into the terms for joining the 

| Atlantic Defenze Alliance, diplo- 

| Matic officials reported today. 

The Danish ambassador, Henrik 
De Kauffman, was reported prim- 
ed to go to the state department 
to submit his country’s questions 
as soon as Secretary Acheson 
gives him an appointment. 
| De Kauffman’s visit 
| mark the first time the Danish 
government has shown any official 
interest in the possibility of link- 
| ing its defenses with the Ameri- 
| can-sponsored security y:act. 

In the nast. the Danish gov- 
ernment has supported Sweden's 
iuea that the three Scandinavian 
countries (Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark) should form an alli- 
ance of their own based on neu- 
trality. This arrangement would 
have been separate from the de- 
fense alliance being negotiated by 
the United States, Canada, Bri- 
tain, France, Belgium, The Neth- 
eriands and Luxembourg. 

Acheson and his top assistants 
in the state department currently 
are busy. assembling facts re- 
quested by Norway’s visiting for- 
eign minister as a means of guid- 
ine his country’s decision. 

The Norwegian foreign minis- 
ter, Halvard M. Lange, is continu- 
ing here his detailed examination 
of the Atlantic Security Alliance. 

Government officials meanwhile 
reported Acheson will grant an 
appointment to the Danish am- 
baszador, and probably the Swed- 
ish envoy too, at. his first oppor- 
tunity. 

As far as is known, however, 
the Swedish diplomat, Eric Bohe- 
man, merely wants to explain his 
country’s attitude and not to in- 
quire into the pact.

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Frost Damages 
Tender Trees | 











The recent frost has caused 
;} Some damage to young citrus, 
; avocado and other tender trees 
and shrubs throughout San Ber- 
nardino county, according to 
Ralph G. LaRue, assistant farm 
advisor. “Even with the low 
temperatures recorded, a remark- 
ably small amount of damage to 
| Citrus trees was observed,” La- 
| Rue stated. 


| Damaged trees should not be 
pruned at this time. This is es- 
pecially true of young trees. Doz- 
ens of requests for information 





pruned have been received by the 
Agricultural Extension Service of 
the . University of California. 
Frost-damaged trees and shrubs 
should not be pruned now but 
i Should be left until after the 
first good cycle spring growth. 
At that time it will be easy to 
determine how much of the trees 
or shrubs have actually been 
killed. 

Often it is only the leaves and | 
the very smallest twigs that die, 
and the larger limbs and trunks 
may be undamaged. Tender trees 
and shrubs may be ‘killed to the 
ground and will start vigorously 
from below ground if undisturbed, 
| For some weeks after a frost, 
| trees usually look worse than they 

actually are, If pruned now the 
grower nearly always cuts off 
more wood than has actually 
been killed. There is absolutely 
no harm to the tree in allowing 
the dead wood to remain. While 
the trees may be unsightly, it is 
much more practical to leave 
them until spring. 

The same principle holds for | 
large trees that have been frozen, 
While little damage was done to | 
the foliage of mature citrus 
trees, avocado trees may have 
been severely affected. Pruning 
| now may remove a considerable 
portion of good wood and un- 
necessarily reduce the size of the | 
tree. This will further delay the | 
time at which the tree can be | 
back into full production. \

Said to End 


Rot in Citrus 


Orange growers in the Pomona 
valley area who have been des- 
perate in their efforts to over- 
come ‘water rot’, which causes 
millions in loss in navels, are ex- 
cited over the success of recent 
experiments to combat the men- 
ace reported by W. A. Snyder, 
Pomona rancher and shipper. 


A new spray, the base of which 
is an extract of plants which grow 
wild on the deserts of the south- 
west, was used on Snyder’s grove 
in tests ju3t completed, result- 
ing in completely overcoming the 
fungus, which grows on the or- 
anges after injury from seasonal 
rainfall. ; 

Snyder stated that the spray, 
developed after eight years of re- 
search by J. A. McAvoy, agricul- 
tural chemist of the -Cactizona 
plant at Garden Grove, Calif,, 
should annually result in a huge 
saving to ranchers whose crops 
have heretofore suffered as high 
as 75 per cent Joss. 


“We sprayed a ten-acre grove 
of navels in December and the 
liquid, which is organic and can 
be applied under any weather con- 
ditions, stopped fungus growth on 
navels already spotted by water 
and prevented water rot entirely 
on fruit not already injured,” said 
Snyder. “The sizes were large, 
the fruit firm and results remark- 
ably successful. The test was used 
on Thompson navels/ highly sus- 
ceptible to water rot. The spray 
also got a high percentage. of 
kill on red scale and acted as a 
repellant against red spider.”
